He was a private artillery Artificer 
three years. He was discharged 2 October 1780.

Gautier is not my family although they married into the Jenkins family, 
which is one of my lines. 


Pierre Gautier born Nimses, France 19 Jan 1729 married Anne Manson, 
widow 
of a Bailey. 


Peter William Gautier b 1771 while visiting in Texas married Lucy 
Chilton 
Waddy who died in Marianna, Fla. I believe the documentation of this 
marriage and her death may be the missing link in this Jenkins line. 
Necessary for documentation for the Huguenot Society (line closed even 
though 
Dr. Pierre Gautier Jenkins had been President at one time). 


I remarried in 1996 a retired Episcopal minister, The Rev. Robert Lovell 
Oliveros, whom I met in France while we were on a Huguenot tour. Both of us 
are descended from Huguenots who arrived in Charleston before 1700. Bob is 
also Pastor Emeritus of the only active Huguenot Church in the United 
States. 

I am from the Sea Islands and graduated from the College of Charleston. We 
live about two blocks from the Battery and close to where I once had an 
apartment while in college. His name is supposed to be the second oldest in 
the US - St. Augustine where Sebastian Oliveros was ship-wrecked and saved 
by 
a Catholic priest. The Oliveros House is marked, and the Alvarez-—Gonzales 
House (the Oldest House) was his ancestors in 16?? 

Gautier was not the original name of Pierre, who was a pastor, but one 
assumed because of the danger involved in fleeing France.
